Amendment. - 

The Equal Rights Amendment 
simply states: 

Section 1. Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or by any State on account of sex. 

Section 2. The Congress shall 
have the power to entree, by 

propriate legislation, proxi, 
sions of this ‘article. йере 

Section 3. This amendment shall 
take effect two years‘after thé date 
of ratification. — 

It should be noted that the 
wording of the amendment is very 
often misconstrued. The amend- 
ment does not say that men and 
women will become the same. It 
does say th: еу should be 
treated with~equal justice- under 
the law. ‘The amendment pertains 
only to areas covered in national, 
state and local statutes and to 
governmental bodies. It will NOT 
affect private relationships in any 
way. The ERA would become a 
part of the same constitution which 
grants the right to privacy. 

The amendment will have nó 
effect on ongoing marriages. А few 
states require a husband to pro- 
vide his wife with the necessities 
of life, but the courts will not in- 
tervene to enforce these statutes 
„unless the woman seeks legal 
separation or a divorce. Women 
will not be forced to enter the 
labor force and contribute 5096 of 
the financial support to the house- 
hold. In fact, passage of the ERA 
will. help bring much deserved 
recognition of the very real work 
these women already do in their 
homes and in the community. 

Alimony, child support, and 
right to custody of thildren in 
divorce cases are now - and would 
be under the ERA - decided on an 
individual basis, with the courts 
considering non-monetary аз well 
as finaneial contributions to the 
family made by each partner, and 
each spouse's earning power and 
current resources. 

The most uently misunder- 
stood word in the amendment is 
the word "sex". The word "sex" in

They can also switch to 
beverages that might cost more 
but will-provide nutrients that a 
cup of black coffee will not.” 

For those who intend to go on 
drinking coffee, Mrs. Jones has 
these recommendations: 

- Avoid wasting it. Brew as 
much as you will drink and no 
more. 

- Try coffee that is a little 
weaker than usual. You may like 
it just as well. 

Compare brand prices. 

- Use regular instant coffee. Per 
cup of beverage, it costs only half 
as much as ground and less than 
freeze-dried coffee, too. 

- Compare the unit prices (cost 
per ounce. or per pound) of 
different size cans and jars of 
coffee to find the best buys. Unit 
prices are shown on the display 


‚ Shelf jn. many supermarkets. 


And for those of you who are 
cutting down on coffee and trying 
another beverage, Mrs. Jones 
suggested: 

- Drink tea, or a cereal beverage 
at-a third or a half the cost of 
coffee. You can often save more 
by making tea with loose tea 
Paves or instant tea instead of tea 


gS. 

- Use boullion occasionally, 
unless you are on a low-salt diet. 

- Drink milk made from nonfat 
dry milk powder. It costs less than 
coffee. Unlike coffee, it provides 
nutrients calcium, ` protein, 
riboflavin and many others. A 
6-ounce cup of milk made from 
nonfat powder provides about 70 
calories, too. Coffee, without milk 
and sugar‘ added, provides 
essentially no calories. 

Use hot. chocolate made from a 
home recipe or a commerical mix. 


It costs a little more than coffee. 
But for the extra cost it furnishes 


the nutrients-of milk as well as 
some iron (from the cocoa). A 
6-ounce cup provides 140 calories 
or more.
